The first djaft of the 
Strategic Planning Report will 
be released to the faqulty, 
students, and all other 
Mansfield Univeraity personnel 
by the end of thfii^weeAr. 

This reporC whioh Was 
designed by a special oonunittee 
oonsisting of six senior faculty 
members and the Provost, is in- 
tended to alter the direction of 
Mansfield University in both the 
Short and long run. 

In an interview with the 
FLASHLIGHT, Dr. Paskvan and 
Dvk^ Mullen, oo-ohairmen of the 
Strategic Planning Committee, 
declined to reveal any specifics 
regarding the report. However, 
they did outline certain areas 
which were investigated and 
discussed by the committee. 

The report addresses almost 
eveiy aspect of life at Mansfield 
University including the role of 
the surrounding community. 
The following are possible 
ramiftoatjons of the report: 

It examines the funding and 
overall future of the inter- 
ooilegiste spcnts pirognun...Ckni- 
•Mnm both the oxpmaaiaa and 
raduotion of certain aoademio 
p rog r ams. . .Considers realign- 
ment of professors from weak 
aoademio programs to nxore suc- 
cessful ones. ..Suggests that cer- 
tain faculty positions • be 
eliminated after they are vacated 
due to retirement... Makes 
recommendations regarding the 
combination of certain ad- 
ministrative functions into one 
office... Discusses the possible 
increase of the student health 
fee as well as the implementa- 
tion of a computer usage fee. 

Both Dr. Mullen and Dr. 
Paskvan stressed that the report 
Dtrtiioh will be retoaaed this week 
ia only' a draft. Any individual 
group of students, faoulty, or 
other MU personnel is invited to 
make recommendations for the 

should be in writing and submit- 
ted to Dr. Paskvan (in South 
Hall) by February 9. 

A revised version of the 
report will then be forwarded to 
President Kelchner by the mid- 
dle of February. At that time the 
committee will be disolved, and 
President Ketohner will be free 
to implement Iffi auggeated 
poUoies. 

President Kelchner 



shortly after becoming Interim 
President last July. JSb felt it 
was neoesaaxy to serioulay con- 
sider what the state of the 
University will be by -the end of 
the deoade. President Kelohner 
wanted to examine the role MU 
should play in the oommunity, 
the Twin Tiers, and the 
commonwealth . 

The committee was formed 
after the fcusulty assembly and 
the faculty union submitted a 
Ust of potential candidates. The 
faculty members whose neunes 
appeared on both lists were then 
likely candidates. The Provost 
uid Kelohner toc^ over the 
selection process from there. 

Mansfield received a Title IH 
grant from the Department of 
Education. This planning grant 
not only funds the strategic 
planning study, but also payn for 
the services cf a speoiarfrtnitegio 
planning oonaultant, George 
Keller. 

Mr. KaUar was pireviously 
hired by th« state, sjrstem of 
eduosiion tor ^ eoqpertise in the 
area of strategic planning. 
Keller, who oontributed to the 
report, is employed for the 
Barton-Qilletta finn in 
Bedtimore. 

Dr. Paskvan said this report 
does not specifically address 
doUars and cents, and he does 
not classify it as a budget report, 
but said it does take the univer- 
sity's monetary resources into 
consideration in order to make 
reasonable recommendations. 

The Strategic Planning 
Report was not designed to 
eliminate a certain number of 
positions in order to realign the 
biMlget. "Diere are no calls fo sny 
spteifio retrenohmimt for f soul- 
ty, adminiatriition. or 
init<rit<»n^ ii4i^^ personnsL 

Other areas which are 
covered in the first draft of the 
report include: the investigation 
of a nursing degree program at 
Robert Packer Hospital; the oon- 
sideration of creating a rural 
studies insitute, whioh would 
employ external adivsors from 
the community; recommenda- 
tions in the area of physical plan- 
ning, student services, and 
financial aid; iaxamination of the 
possibility of oreiiting specializ- 
ed degree programs in the 
business department, and the 
realignment of oartain buainess 
faculty poattions; intensifying

Quideline originated in Oc- 
tober of 1981 through the direc- 
tion of Larry Miller, Department 
Chairperson of Social Work. 
Miller, currently on aabbatioal in 
Egypt, applied for a one-year 
grant from the CSommission on 
Crime and Delinquency to 
establish a rural referral and in- 
formation center on the 
Manafield University immpaB. 
Guideline is now funded from 
looal flouroes, su<^ as Manafield 
United Way; County Commis- 
sioners (rf Tioga, Bradford, and 
Potter Counties; Area Agency on 
Aging; Drug and Alcohol Pro- 
gram; and Mental Health, Men- 
tal Retardation Program. 

Recently, guideline received 
a grant from the Developmentcd 
Disabilities Council which has 
sdlowed a full-time employee, 
Linda Plumely , to set up a refer- 
ral system for^lwuaing for the 
handicapped. 

Soderberg, who received her 
degree in Rural Sociology from 
the University of Wisconsin, 
urged, "Anyone interested in

relationa. or aooial work ' are

Athletic Suggestions

The first draft of a 
university-wide strategic plan 
requested by interim President 
Rod Kelchner has recommended 
that the number of inter- 
collegiate sports be Umited tc 
four each for men and women 
and that the school leave NCAA 
Division n and return to Division 
m. The plan also reo(»nmended 
that MU withdraw from the PA 
State Athletic Conference 
(PSAC) emd that the school's in- 
tramiu-al program be expanded. 
PSAC membership is open- only 
to Division II schools. 

The draft also recommended 
that the positions of atliletic 
direotor, <Auarcaan at the Depart- 



ment of Athletics and in- 
tramural director be held by one 
person, effeotive 1986. 

Changing to Division III 
could help the Athletic Depart- 
ment's budget by reducing 
travelling costs and would 
generate more rivalries in the 
Twin Tiers and surrounding 
area. 

MU now offers eight inter- 
collegiate sports for women and 
seven for men. Changing to four 
each would save money and free 
current coaches for assignment 
in other academic areas. One 
proposal under study would 
retrain some coaches and assign 
them part-time to other depart- 
ments, such as the Department 
of Biology and Allied Health.

"The omnmittee oertainly 
satisfied my requeat.of them. I 
had aaked tbam to take a broad 
look at the univeraity. and I 
tUnk those recommendations 
oertainly represent a broad seg- 
ment of the. university," said 
Rr^dent Kelchner regarding 
his initial reaction to the 
Strategic Planning Report. 

Kelchner added that he had 
asked the committee to make 
the recommendations direct and 
succinct. He believes the com- 
mittee adhered to this request. 

In an interview with the 
FLASHLIGHT, Kelchner said 
he did not have any formal reac- 
tions to the report, and he does 
not anticipate any reaction imtil 
after the report is formally 
submitted. 

President Kelchner believes 
that any opposition to thedraf t 
will be directed toimed the 
atni^fio Planning Committee. 

THe President said he is anx- 
ious to learn Uie reaction of the 
faculty, students, and various 
organizwjiions. 

Kelchner stressed that h 
cares about what the students 
want, and he hopes to get their 
approval before implementing 
any policies. 

Ti(^ County and said that this 
diversity, as reflected in our 
higher education system, is our 
strengtl) and our uniqueness. 
McCormick urged everyone to 
"Oberiab the diilareiioe," 

He pointed out that we have 
tremendous resources including 
hundreds of acres of land, 
buildings, a collective Ubrary of 
hundreds of thousands of 
volumes, and close to ten thou- 
sand professional instructors, 
administrators, and support 
personnel. 

Dr. McCormick also stated 
that he believes the State 
System of Higher Education and 
Mansfield Unveraity have a 
great future. 



However, Kelchner said he 
will not be afraid to implement 
unpopular recommendations, if 
he feels they are in the best in- 
terests of the Uiliveraity. 

Kelchner has the final 

authority on some policy 
changes.' In other oases, he will 
have to gain approval of the 
Board of Governors and/or the 
Coimcil of Trustees. 

He said "Very few of those 
recommendations do X intei^,to 
treat unilaterally." 

The report calls for some 
specific changes in the core 
courses, including the elimina- 
tion of health as a requirement 
for all students. 

Kelchner felt it would be in- 
appropriate to comment about 
any specific changes. He does 
eaqpeot aome modification in the 
aoademio atruoture. 

Removing the oomputers 
form the Hbraiy is reoommend- 
ed in the report. 

Kelchner said there has been 
some disouasion about locating 
a space on campus, which could 
be connected into a lab for com-

Kslcluisr Addresses SGA

Interim President Rod 
Kelchner addressed the student 
concerns regarding the 
Strategic Planning Report at the 
Student Government meeting on 
Tuesday. 

After making a few introduc- 
tory remarks, Kelchner 
answered queationa from SQA 
awaatora, ra pro a cptativ es from 
atudant orgaiiisationa, and in- 
dividual studmta. 

Kelchner outlined three baaio 
reasons on why he called for the 
report. They are: The deoreaaing 
number of atudenta who will be 
attending college in the next five 
to ten years, the changing 
academic intere^te of the stu- 
dent, and the University's finan- 
cial concerns. 

President Kelchner said that 
after he receives the report of- 
ficially, he wants to hold three 
meeting which would be open to 
studento. faculty, and other MU 
personnel. At these meetings in- 
dividuate will be able to ask 
qMoifk) queationa, and Had out 
more ab^nxt the seaport. 

Kelchner aaid he will be able 
to implemant some of the reocm- 
mendationa immediately, but 
that others will take time and 
further atudy. He aaid he will 
empkQr Aiee guideUnea in mak- 
ing deoiakma about the prppoeed 
recommendations. They are: 1) 
Will it improve the educational 
quality at Mansfield? 2) Will it 
attraot atudenta? 3) What im- 



pact will-it have on the budget? 

Thb meeting was then open- 
ed for queationa. Repreaen- 
tatives from the Black Student 
Union felt that the studente 
were not aware of all of the im- 
plications of the report. They 
suggested that students be sent 
to high schools in order to 
recruit more minority studente. 

The Union also questioned 
what Mansfield is doing to solve 
the problem of losing students 
through transferring or dropp- 
ing out. Kelchner said he plans 
to take major steps to solve the 
problem of student retention of 
not only minority atudenta, but 
all studenta at MU. 

One atudent aaid he felt the 
report reflaoted that the univer- 
sity does not havto a aerioua in- 
terest in minorities. He aaid the 
word "minority" is only men- 
tioned twice in the report. 

Kelchner countered by say- 
ing that in his twenty years at 
Mansfield he has seen a lot of 
concern for minority students. 

Representatives from the Art 
Department asked why the Art 
Program should be cut. They 
said enrollment in -art is going 
up at Mansfield. Kelchner 
replied that he did not know 
where the committee got their 
information on the Art Program. 
He added that he will know 
much more about it when he of- 
fidally reoeivea the report. Dean 
Mareaoo apeoulated that the 
committee may have gone by

theatre just to laugh. 

Bowen suggests that the 
comedy in F«lffer'f Pepplc lies 
in the fact that the audience can 
relate to the characters in one 
way or another. She said the 
scenes are about ordinary people 
who the average person may 
have met or possibly known very 
well. Theatre-goers may even 
aee tfaeihaiaves in a psartioular 
•ituatiasi.' 

Feiiiar's People 9bm Guy 
McMullen. Robert 'Sohofield, 
Sara Kauffman. Michael Getz. 
and Julie Maxwell in equal roles. 
There are no leads; the cast 
works as an ensemble in a series 
of ttoart sketohds.

In fact, Bowen encouraged 
innovation and creativity from 
her entire cast. If they had a wild 
idea, they could try it out 
without fear of reprisal. The 
"fooling around" on stage has 
led to many funny parts, which 
will remain inta(?t on opening 
night. 

Guy McMullen, who plays the 
host in the outlandish game 
show skit, said he feels the 
lengths' of the skits greatly 
enhance the comedy values. 
McMullen said that unlike 
"Saturday Night Live" or "The 
New Show," the slcitB do not 
drag GSkfor0y«r. 

Bowen said she does not 
want to preach to her audience, 
hut added, "You can still learn 
something about human nature 
from the show." Feiffer's Peo- 
ple might be best described as a 
satire Of our prejudiop«- Hvv play 
makes references to the Viet- 
nam War, integration, racism, 
bomb shelters, and a host of 
other popular topics.

'Noble' 
to Speak? 



John Noble, a us oitiaen, was ab- 
duoted by Soviet authoritiea in 
Gennany and taken to a Siberian 
alava labor oan^> for ten yeara. 

Thou^ the US oovemnMnt 
suqMotad his o^;itiinly. the Rua- 
aiana daniad Ua asdaianoe. 

BoRi in ]>atroii Uiohiaan, 
John Noble waa trapped in Gar- 
many during Woiid War-II. In 
1946 ha waa taMy arraalad by 
tha Soviata and later dapovtad to 
the Soviet Arotio dava oampa. 

Noble haa. traveled 
thoughout America telling his 
story. He has appeared before 
national radio and television au- 
dienoee and various Congree- 
sional committeee. He is also the 
author of the books. I FOUND 
QOD IN SOVIET RUSSIA, and 
I WAS A SLAVE IN RUSSIA. 

Aooording to Noble, he 
eaoaped by writing a letter using 
another priaonar's name. The 
letter waa amiiMlliiil out and 
mailed to hia tmaia and aunt in 
Waat Germany. 

MdUa'a reiativaa raaUnad he 
waa not dead, aa th^y had 
pravioualy thought, and Hmgr 
omrtaotad the US guveimueut. 

Tha Fraoidant oontaotad 
Moaoow atating he wanted to 
know NoUe'a vdiere-abouta. 

Several weeks later, the 
Soviets took Noble out of the 
prison and later rnlsaaad him^ 
the United States. 

Noble is the fovmder and 
director of the Faith and 
Freedom Forum and was given 
the American Heritage Commit- 
tee Book award in 1959. 

In the late 1960'b he received 
the George Washington Honor 
Medal for Freedom Foundation 
at Valley Forge. 

In 1870, he received the 
Eisenhower Medal for his leo- 
turaa firam tha Captive Natkma

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MU Places 1st, 3rd in Gourman Report

Maiisfield University rated 
first place for graduate pro- 
grams and third place for 
undergraduate programs in a 
report done by a California- 
based higher edtioation rating 
organization. 

Aooording to the irecently 
released Gourman Report of the 
National Educational Standards 
orgeuiization. only six percent of 
Pennsylvania colleges are rated 
better than adequate. Thirty per- 
cent of New York's schools ajid 
55 percent of California's 
schools are placed in the upper 
ranges. 

Of the state-owned univer- 
sities in Pennsylvania. 
Mansfield University was rated 
fii-st (2.73) for grraditate pro- 



grams and third for 
undergraduate programs (3. 12). 

A rating of 3.01 or above is 
considered adequate in 
undergraduate programs. A 
rating of 2.51 or above is con- 
sidered adequate in graduate 
progi*ams. 

Aooording to the report, only 
six paroent of Pennsylvania col- 
lege are rated better than ade- 
quate. Thirty percent of New 
York's sohoola and 55 peroent of 
California's sohools are placed in 
the uiq>er ranges. 

There are 14 state-owned 
universities in Pennsylvania, 
llieir ratings eire ae follows with 
the undergraduate rating first- 
and the graduate rating seoond: 

West Chester— 3.20, no 




rating; Millersville— 3. 13, 2.13; 
Mansfield— 3.12. 2.73; 
Shippensburg— 3. 10, 2.33; 
Kutztown— 3.09, 1.85; 
Indiana— 3.08, 2.46; Slippery 
Rock— 3.02,2.48; Lock 
Haven — 2.98, no rating; East 
Stroudsburg— 2.96, 2.43 
Edinboro— 2.95, 2.53 
Clarion — 2.93, 2.42 
Cheyney— 2.92, 2.02 
California— 2.91, 2.30; and 
Bloomsburg— 2.90, 2.05. 

Indiana University, which 
rated below MU, is the only one 
of Pennsylvania's state-owned 
universities that offers doc- 
torates and haa a graduate pro- 
gram which is far more com- 
prehensive than any of the other 
institutions. 

The Qounnan Report states 



that Pennsylvaa^ colleges and 
universities are. in general, 
"mediocre." It rates California 
and New York universities far 

above those in Pennsylvania. 

The report evaluates colleges 
and universities on the basis of 
their objectivi^s. cirriculum, 
faculty, faculty research and 
honors, administration, library, 
budget, resources, student 
scores on standardized tests, 
and admissions policies. 

The Gourman Report is con- 
sidered as one measure of an in- 
stitution's quality. 

The results of the report are 
used as a reference for students 
who are selecting colleges. The 
report is also used by educators 
iuMtbusiniMttnen to riKte acAlocfla 



North Hall Update

Interim President Kelchner 
said tiMce is no ccmnection with 
the recent removal of the 
psychology lab uid tiie walkway 
leading to North Hall and the 
recommendation in the 
Strategic Planning Report 
regarding the status of the 
building. 

In an interview with 
FLASHLIGHT, Kelchner said 
the arcade had to be removed 
because it was a safety hazard. 
One reason was that it invited 
easy access to the abandoned 
building. The other principal fac- 
tor was that the walkwiiy was 



' said the arcade was 
to be removed no matter what 
happens to North Hall. 

Ketohimr dewnibed the pre- 
sent (ritiwtion regarding North 
tSaH m veay delicate. 

At this time, there is a 96 
million bill in the capital budget 
earmarked for the renovation of 
North Hall. Since the House and 
the Senate could not agree on 
the bill, it haa been snat to 
committee. 

Kelchner believes the bill will 
come out of conunittee with the 
$6 million intact, and then go to 
the governor for approval or 
veto. 

When Manafield went to the 
Historioal Commission in June, 
they warn told to look far wagns to 
utiUae ^ortli BalL Ttim ad- 



ministration replied that they re- 
quired funding to renovate the 
b( lilding before they oould use it. 

The University thfen con- 
trnoted a firm whioh oonduoted 
a study on estimating the costs 
for renovations. 

Kelchner wanted to quell all 
rumors that the arcade and 
psychology building were 
i*emoved in order to restore 
North Hall to its original look in 
hopes of securing funding from 
the Historical Commission. 

He also stated there ar(^ no 
plans to remove any other parts 
of the building at this time. 

The Interim President said 
there is some discussion that the 
University oould renovate part 
of the building and remove other 
sections. 

He cited the removal of the 
South wing and the renovation 
of everything frmn tbe main en- 
trance north as a ponibility. 

Kelchner said the University 
is playing a waiting g^ame right 
now. The administration is 
waiting for the decision of the 
governor emd/or tfie Kiatariaal 
Commission. 

He said the University is try- 
ing to be positive, and that there 
is more activity going on now 
than ever before. 

Kelchner stressed that the 
University is doing everything 
in its power to reach a favorable 
dij o i a i i nn regarding the status of 
NorthHalL

ridiculed a wide variety of topics 
inoltiding themflttsay, marriage, 
televiaioo, insecurity, aoraritiea, 
and Superman. 

Bobert Sohoflelri, SaraKauff- 
man. Quy MoTy^tllan . Julie Max- 
well, and Michael Gets star in 
this oompilation of aocttes by 
Jules Feiffer. The cast woriu 
well as an ensemble. 

The actors play a number of 
different characters, and only 
three of these characters are 
featured in several skits. The 
continuing characters are Ber- 
nard, played by Bob Schofield; 
Huey, played by Quy MoMullen; 
and the danoer, played by Sara 
Kauffman. 

While it may have been 
lAUrie Bowen's intention that 
no actor outshines the others, 
this is exactly what has 
tnujsipired.

The formerly 
unknown duo, Dave Stewart and 
Annie Lennox, have catapulted 
their popularity to new heights. 

Ever since their modest 
beginnings in the trio known as 
the Tourists, Dave and Annie 
have been shocking audiences 
with their look and innovative 
sound. 

Sinoe the success of "Sweet 
Dreams," the Buiiq^thmics have 
been expemding their horizons 
and improving their style. 

The latest from the dynamic 
duo is the album TOUCH. 
Unlike SWEET DREAMS... 
whicth mily produced one or two 
hits at the most. TOISCB may 
well produce four or more songs 
of outstanding quality. 

Upon the release of the 
album in Australia, one song in 
particular immediately smashed 
onto the charts. "Right By Your 
Side" is unlike anything you 
would expect frsm the 
Eurhythmies. 

From this song's fragmented 
beginning to its frenzied ending, 
the song grabs the listener with 
a Latin flair and lively tempo. 
The lyrics leave behind the deep 
emotional impact of the other 
tracks in favor of a festive and 
uplifting sound. 

The other tracks, on the 
other hand, deal with the more 
serious sut^ieot of lost love. 

"Here Coqies The Rain 
Aoain" is a perfect example of 
tula. Trcnn, its surprisingly 
brilliant orchestration, the 
Eurhythmies have derived a 
song that oonveys to the listener 
a strong sense of loneliness. 
With a clearly emotional founda- 
tion, Dave Stewart builds an 
unobtrusive accompaniment to 
Annie's haunting vocal.

from this slbum is "Who's That 
Oirl7". The Eurhythmies add 
their own tou^ to the subject of 
jealousy be twe e n lovers, la the 
hsads of Dave Stswaxt. the song 
rakes on a driving and impelling 
quality similar to the *'8weet 
Dreems" sound. Annie weaves a 
soulful melody with her pro- 
vocative voioe around the lyrics:

Where these songs excel in 
harmony and orchestration, the 
other cuts tend to be a little too 
different. Dave seems to have 
taken experimental music past 
the tolerance of the average 
listener. 

Songs such as "The First 
Cut" and "Paint a Rumour" are 
just plain weird. It takes some 
thne to get used to the sound (rf 
these outs. 

We slso feel that the song 
"No Fear. No Hate. No Fain" 
should be changed to "No Pain, 
No Brain.

Despite these plunges into 
the experimental abyss, TOUCH 
is sure to start trends and open 
the minds of the American au- 
dience. We rate the Eurhythmies 
TOUCH a well deserved 8i4.

Change at the Kremlin 



Yuri V. Andropov* 68; Presi- 
dent of the Soviet Union, died 
last lluirad^y , atthmigh the U.8. 
did not report the asath until 
FridiQr. 

Tlie amiounoenaat ot Mm 
death waa acbeaofaniad by the 
alattwiient tllat Anibopov had 
besA. seriooskr ill with Idxhiey 
iiad hoMct proUems. 

The former President had 
also been suffering from 
diabetes and had not been seen 
in public since an Augyist 18 
meeting with nine U.S. 
Democratic aenators. 

Andropov was buried Tues- 
day at Red Square in Lenin's 
tomb. 

After the death of Leonid 
Brezhnev on November 10, 
1982, Andropov beoame the 
leader of the nation of 280 
wiiiHftw people. 

During his short term An- 
dropov lad a naticm lookad in an 
aanslafing anna race with the 
Uidtad Statea and a country with 
a ds^ly troubled economy. He 
began a campaign to crack down 
on corruption and enhance labor 
discipline. 

The first news of Andropov's 
death was announced in the U.S. 
when the French foreign 



minister, Claude Cheysson, told 
a meeting of Emop&ma and 
Diizd World ministers that An- 
dropov had died. 

United States offioials, who 
kept in mind the chilly dimate of 
super power relations, reacted in 
a cautious manner to tha nawa of 
Andropov's death. 

A formal U.S. response to the 
death was made on February 10. 

Despite calls on Capital Hill 
and on the preaidential cam- 
paign trail for the vacationing 
Ronald Reagan to attend the 
fimeral. Vice President George 
Bush laid a memorial wreath on 
Andropov's gmve on Tuesday. 

Washington offioials have 
said that they did not think An- 
dropov's death would cause any 
mijor abifta in Mdaoow'a poUoy. 
Bowevar, DM noc rat W. Averell 
Harrimar atated. "Ttaia'ia the 
time for caution and care in the 
conduct at our affairs with the 
Soviet Union as the nation 
undergoes the transition to new 
leadership." 

Assistant Defense Secretary 
Richard Perle advised, "I 
wouldn't expect the Kremlin's 
military record to change at aU. 
The Soviet general staff is pret- 
ty muoh in chsrge of military 
policy and that will continue."

Professor Published

Dr. Edward S. Ryan, a pro- 
fessor in the Crinainal Justice 
Department, is one of the latest 
members of Mansfield Universi- 
ty's faculty to have a book 
published. 

Ryan is the auihor of" A 
MultiDimensiesisI^ Analysis -off 
Conflict in ths CffUniaid Jnstice 
Systen. 

The 33 1 -page book deals with 
the interaction between the 
pohce and probations officers 
saad the oonjnicts that occur. 

The book took Ryan five 
years to worite. Housed data that 
he himrolf gathered In Cal^or- 
nia. New Mexico, and New York. 

Ryan, who has always had an 
interest in analysis and conflict, 
decided to write the book to 
show that analysis and confUct 
cannot be studied from only one 
perspective. 

Age, ethnicity, religion and 
educaitonal status were some of 
the attitudinal discrepancies 
cited by Ryan. However, in his 
book, he proved that age and 
ethnicity were the only two 
variables which had a real effect. 

The book outlines Ryan's 
perceptual conflict formulation 



which bfi> uses tp measure group 
and personal interaotions. 

The .book is a specialized 
study, not a generalized 
textbook. 

His ltaritnilatian. esy» Ryan. 
could~be;u4MBd in application on 
'groups outside the criminal 
justice field. 

This is not Dr. Ryan's first 
book. In 1969, he co-authored a 
book as a graduate student that 
laid the groundwork for his cur- 
rent book. 

Ryan is currently thinking of 
starting work on a book that will > 
deal with the mental processes 
associated with crime.

Recently, I have been approached by several canqnu 
organizations. They have been asking one of two questions 
(or tK>th): l)Why does the Flashlight follow the policy for Ran' 
dom Notes that it adopted last semester? and 2)Why can't there 
be special columns for the individual campus organizations? 

First I want to addreas the Random Notes policy. The 
Flashlight hat two columna— the Random Note$,(or Notices) 
column and the Claaslfled Ads column. The Classifieds col* 
umn is for congratulations, happy birthdays, good lucks, help 
wanteds, personal messages, etc. The cost of a classified ad 
is 25 cents per line. The Random Notes column is for infor' 
mation that is of interest to the students— such as meeting 
notices, organizational news, and lost and found aiticln. There 
Is no chai^ for notices; we provide this vace as a public 
service. 

It may seem ridiculous that we don't print happy birthdays, 
engagement congratulations, good lucks, etc. in the Random 
Notes section. It seems that these would not take up very much 
room. However, you would not believe the number of such 
messages we get in each notice. It's incredible. I'm talking 
about several paragn^hs. It isn't as bad as it used to be bemuse 
there are many organizations who follow our policy and don't 
include those types of messages in their notices anymore. I 
appreciate their cooperation greatly. 

Another reason for this policy is that the typing of notices 
is very time consuming. We have about three people who type, 
and I usually spend from three to four nights a week ti^rfi^. 
That's not including the work the other typists do. It is very 
time consuming to have to type all the personal messl^{es that 
appear in notices. I know, I did it during tbe last ac^dendc 
year- 

The third reason is the cost. One foot of the least expen- 
sive photographic paper that we use in our typesetter costs 
approximately $3— that's for one foot. We provide ample 
space for any personal messages in the Classifieds section. 
TwcM tf »llv g Cttrtytra t eas ia na bTe fee. It's neither practical nor 
ecpnomical for us to print them in the Random Notes column. 

Okay, on to the question about special columns for cam- 
pus organizations. There is a total of least 70 organizations 
on this campus. You can see how ludicrous it would be to try 
to give each one its own column; therie'd be virtually no space 
left for news. It wouldn't wock eyen on • rotating iMsis. Some 
organization would undoubtodtty be out, and that would 
result in bad feelings. 

The information most of lliese oiganization want printed 
Hts into a notice. Of course, a notice is occcasionally lost in 
#ie shuffle ot gets buried and isn't published. We're only 
ftuman, and we make mistakes. I think our overall record to 
pretty good, though: M<istpcM>ple understand when we make 
errors. And rm ALWAYS tdlttag pec^le they're more dum 
welcome to cp^ie iffi a|id vvork with the rest of us on Wednes' 
day nights from it36, p.ml to 3:00 a.m.

Stephen Sondheim's Broad- 
wsy musical "Company" is 
(dusy, brassfy, and danoey.-^ 

It was clear on opening night 
in Straughn Auditorium that 
"Company" had lost none of its 
original enairgy in the current 
liiansfield University 
production. 

With help from 

choreographer Noel Schwartz 
and musical director Carol 
Jeanne Ro bison, director 
(jawrenoe J. Knowlea with this 
unlikely uittovvn play, performed 
for oufr^-townara. Uke many of 
the play* of Simon and the 
filma of Woody Allen, "Com- 
pany" is written about and for 
Manhattanitea. Tet. by way ct 
W. F. Mollien's atyliaed aet evok- 
ing the Big Ai^Ede and the oast's 
vibrancy and wit, we are willing- 
ly transported to the epicenter of 
glamor and disappointment. 

As is the case with most 
musical comedies, the play 
somehow transcends hackneyed 
situations and inane dialogue. 
There is even a freshness about 
this version of the story of the 
aging bachelor reluctant to wed. 
Robert, age 35-going-on-60, is 
pictured by his married friends 
as "on the outside looking in" 
and "missing the real party. " He 
is a member of the large "lonely 
crowd" inhabiting our atiea. 
Clearly, people need people. And, 



according to lyricist Sondheim, 
three's company, not a crowd. 

In the story, Robert, superbly 
portrayed by Tony Yadzinski, 
provides "company" for five 
more or less happily married 
couples. He piovea to be aa im- 
portant to them aa-they are to 
him. 

Each pair depicts an oddly 
workable arrangement of Uvea, 
no one of wdiioh ia auited to 
Robert. Tlie relationahipe are 
suffused with irony and 
paradox. Thrice-wed Joanne 
(Julie Gorda), ojmioal both in 
one-liners and song, is now mar- 
ried to wealthy Larry (Daron 
Davis). Amy (Tina Marie Hen- 
dricks) can't bring herself to 
marry doting Paul (Jeffrey S. 
Feltenberger) with whom she 
has been living for years. 

Sarah (Parris Hall) and Harry 
(Jim Dixon) fuss at each other 
about eating too many sweets 
and drinking too much alcohol, 
but come together as one during 
a playful karate session. Susan 
(Gina Marie Scalzo), a 
transplanted Southern Bellie, 
and Peter (William Squier) can 
continue to live together cmly by 
getting a divoroel J«miy (Susan 
Brenner) and Da^ (Jeffrey S. 
Baer) — she a little alow, he a lit- 
tle fast — are boimd together by 
mutual love and respect. 

This is certeunly not a one- 
man show, but Tony Ycidzinski 
conomands the most applause. 
With hia lyrical baritone, be doea

An incandeacent New York 
City aky^M looma throui^sout 
the abow, nymboMciaUy aeswrting 
its power over the Uvea of thein- 
habitanta.

"There has never been an 
organization on campus that 
had all the other organizations 
cdmiitg in and ooordiiuttlng 
everything. I think it'a 
scm^slhing that haa been needed 
for awhile," Brent Green, presi- 
dent of Student Government 
Association stated. 

Green was referring to his 
proposal for the Board of 
Organizational Activities, which 
he introduced at the second 
meeting of the campus need- 
assessment group on March 1 . 

The purpose of this organiza- 
tion is "to promote and organize 
student aotiyitiea offered on the 
MU. csmpus, snd to etteotively 
communicate them to all 
organizations and students." 

The proposal was formulated 
by Green, ItCark Geherin, and 
Steve Simderlin. 



ntliai eti I firii i1 that the pro- 
posal he brought to the meeting 
concerning campus apathy was 
only a rough draft. 

The proposal states that the 
Board of Organizational Ac- 
tivities (BOA) will consist of an 
iqiipointed or elected re pr es on - 
tatiive of each of the following 
orgaaizationa; Studen t Go vern- 
meat Association. WNTB, The 
FL^HLKIHT, Manafield Ac- 
tivities Council. All Residence 
HaU Council, Inter Fraternity 
Coimoil, Panhell, Black Student 
Union, a member of the music 
and/or theatre department, and 
possible someone from the 
athletic department. 

The Executive Committee 
would consist of a representative 
from SGA, WNTE, and the 
FLASHLIGHT. These organiza- 
tions were selected because they 
do not scdiedule activities and 



are therefore non-partisan. 

The representative from SGA 
would serve as chairmeui, and 
one member would be elected 
from the entire group to serve as 
vioe<hairman. 

The group would meet a 
minimum of once a month. At 
this monthly meeting, the Board 
could plan out the following 
month's activity calender. They 
would work to prevent an 
overlap of events. 

Green ,plaas on. sendij^. a 
copy ot the proposal to every 
organizaHon on osmpus with a 
letter explaining that members 
from BOA would be interested in 
attending their cvgeniantional 
meetings in order to generate 
interest. 

"We don't want to exclude 
anyone," Green stated. He add- 
ed that if any organization 
wants to send a representative to 
a BOA meeting, that person wiU 
have fuU voting rights. 

The BOA will seek recogni- 
tion from the Student Govern- 
ment Association. Green plans 
to submit a constitution to SGA 
in the near future. He wants to 
establish a foundation this 
semestsr. The BOA plsns on 
holding me or two meetings this 
sining. 

A ss oond objective of this 
orgaaisatfcn is to conduct 



workshops with the represen- 
tatives in order to enhance their 
leadership, motivation, and 
parUmentary procedure aldlls. 

Green and Geherin believe 
these workshops sad-seminars 
will keep the interest flowing in 
the BOA as well as offering a 
method to improve a good 
nvmiber of organizations. 

Michael Lemasters, Director 
of Residence Ljf e suggested that 
the BOA split its meetings in 
half. One half could serve as a 
scheduling session, and the se- 
cond half oouldoonaiat of amim* 
workshop. 

The proposal calls for an ad- 
visor to serve on the Board. 
Green told the FLASHLIGHT 
that Lemasters would be a 
preferred choice since he has 
shown a great interest in the 
situation thus far. 

Green spid the committee is 
seeking direction. If anyone haa 
any questions, useful informa- 
tion, or oommenta. ttuiy iAiould 
contact Brent Qreen (662-9068).

Alan 
Parsons heis lost a lot of his in- 
novations and willingness to try 
new techniques.

The 
Nicaraguan economy, which 
depends heavily on only a few 
agricultural eqiorts, has been under 
increadng attack from CIA-backed 
counterrevolutionaries. Several hun- 
dred million dollars worth of damage 
has already resulted from attacks 
such as the one against the vital oil 
storage facilities at the port of Cor- 
into last October. 

Nicaragua needs a successful cof- 
fee harvest to be able to purchase 
basic food stuffs, medicines, spare 
parts for industry and transporta- 
tion, and oil. Because of the urgent 
political and military situation, many 
Nicaraguans have been mobilized in 
the defense of their country and can- 
not participate in the December- 
February coffee harvest this year. 

That is why I have chosen to res- 
pond to Nicaragua's call for interna- 
tional work brigades to ensure a Mic- 
cessful coffee harvest this year. 

In the Uidted States, the National 
Network in Solidarity with the 
Nicaraguan People (NNSNP) is 
working to coordinate volunteer 
participation. US citizens have a par- 
ticular role in this harvest because if 
it were not for our government's 
open attempts to overthrow the 
government of Nicaragua, the 
Nicaraguans would be free to 
develop their own political life and 
their own economy in peace. 

By participating in the volunteer 
coffee harvest, I hope to show that 
as an American citizen, I stand with 
the people of Nicaragua in their mo- 
ment of need and that I oppose the 
policies of the Reagan administra- 
tion.

He told 
the FLASHLIGHT in a specdal 
interview on Tuesday, April 2 
that he has not yet sent out the 
modified vwaion of the d^t 
vrtUdh is now in its official form. 

Kelohner had scheduled a 
meeting with the Strategio Plan- 
ning Committee for Wednesday, 
April 3. The purpose of the 
meetixig is to educate Kelohner. 

He will send a oopy of the 
modified report to each academic 
depcutment, the Trustees, Stu- 
dent Ck>vemment Association, 
FLASHLIGHT. WNTE, and the 
reserve desk in the Ubrary. 

Kelohner will then hold three 
open meetings to dismiss the 
report sad nsfesn to speoifio 



I wUl be two meetings in 
the day and one in the evening. 
Kelrtiner said he is considering 
Thursday, April 12, Mondagr, 
April 16, Tuesday. April 17, and 
Wsdnesday, April 18 ss posidUe 
dates for the meetings about 
some of the committee's reason- 
ing behind speoifio recommen- 
dations. Kelchner prepared a 
two-page list of questions for the 
committee. 

Kelohner said that he 
behaves his questions for the 
committee can be answered in 
the oourse of one or two 
meetings at the most. 

The next step for the interim 
.prssUfnt is to distribute the 
repoll^ iotlia taoul^, students 
and oHisr ICU persmmsl. 

"Assoonas Fm sstisfiedthat 
I undsrstand the committee's 
thinWng, then I'm going to oir> 
iwilldlilMlii iii"'' I Kelohner said. 

Kcu^Ser, will officially an- 
nounce the dates and locations 
for the three meetings in a oover 
letter attaotosd to the olroulated 
report. 

Everyone will be welcome to 
attend. Kelohner sedd he con- 
siders the meetings to be very 
important: "I want to feel com- 
ftavtable that the Univeirsity 00m- 
mimity has had an opportunity 
to retvond to the report. I feel 
thsy should have their day in 
court. This is important to the 
Univevrtty. and I don't believe 
that tb^M dsoMoas fffr m«v< be 



Kelohner has devised a ohart 
which lists all of the recommen- 
dations and the people who will 
be involved in implementing 
them. This three page ohart 
makes it easier for Kelohner to 
decide frt^di reoommenrialinns 
can be implemented imriandiate- 
ly and which wffl take some 
time. 

Some of the reoommenda- 
tions will be handled solely by 
Kelohner and could feasib^ be 
implemented as soon as the open 
meetings are over. Other polknes 
may take the better part of nsat 
year to implement. 

"I think by May of 1985 the 
astute observer should be able to 
detect changes at Mansfield 
brought about by the report," 
Kelohner said. 

Because the faculty has not 
yet seen the revieed report 
Kelohner declined to oomment 
on speoifio modifioations. 

Howsvwr, Hslohnwr said that

He also said Uiere are 
itiMgH**"***^" in the reoommsB- 
dittbns about combining certain 
departments. 

The majority of the recom- 
mendations regarding athletics 
remain intact with one minor 
chcuige: the recommendation 
regarding the combination of 
Athletic Director, Chairperson, 
and Intramural Director was 
modified shghtly. 
The recommendation about mid- 
term grades was altered. It now 
states "mid-term grades be mail- 
ed only to students receiving D's 
or F's and that other students 
receive their mid«term grades 
directly from their oourse 
inatruotor." 

Keldhner stated the commit- 
tee reort ved 38 responses to the 
draft. They covered all areas at 
the report. The majority of the 
responses were from faculty 
members, but students, non- 
instruotional people, an alimfk- 
nxxB, and a parent also replied to 
the draft. 

TTie oommittee received three 
individual student replies and 
two petitions from a group of 
students. 

Kelohner believee that some 
of the res p o n s e s cs Ms ed the com- 
mittee to modify the report.

Even though his 26-6 Moun- 
ties grabbed most of this 
headlines. Head Basketball 
Coach Ed Wilson didn't go 
unnotiosd. 

Wilson WM named PSAC 
Eastern Division CkMoh of the 
Year, as well as C!oaoh of the 
YcMur for the entire PSAC. 

Last week, the National 
Association of Basketball 
Coaches selected Wilson as 
Coach of the Yeeu* for the East 
Region. He was also one of eight 
candidates nominated for Divi- 
sion n ooach-of-the-year. 

Wilson, who came to 
Mansfield in 1967, has compiled 
a 265- 167 record, which includes 
one NCAA Regional crown in 
1975 and two EC AC Regional 
titles ' 

In 1870-71, Wilson's Mbun- 



ties advanced to the NAIA finals, 
where they were stopped, 88-78, 
by Grambling. 

This season, Wilson guided 
the Mountiee to their first PSAC 
Conferenoe title since 1975, a 
berth in the NCAA Division n 
Beet Begionels and a national 
ranking of 6th in the country. 

WittKm began his coachings 
career at Brupswiok High 
School in Ohio in 1958. He was 
named the Buokey Conferenoe 
Coach of the Year in 1963. 

. He then moved on to Trinity 
High School in Washington, PA, 
where, in 1966, he led them to a 
sectional title and earned 
another coaoh-of -the-year honor. 
The following year he came to 
Mansfield.

Basketball Wrap-ttp

The 1983-84 basketball 
season was a "dream season" 
for Mansfield University. The 
team didn't win a national cham- 
pionship, but they left their 
mark on the Mansfield record 
books. 

It was a team without any 
super stars, great height and 
one that left Head Coach Ed 
Wilaon wondering how good 
they were at the tteginning of the 
aeaacm. Put Wkmm, turned the 
unknowna into, one of the nar 
tions'a beat teama. 

When the final buzzer rang, 
the Mountiee had compiled a 
26-6 record, including a 10-4 
PSAC Mark. The 26 wins shat- 
tered a school record for most 
wins in a season, eclipsing 
records of 20-1 in 1960-61 and 
20-4 in 1964-65. The Mountiee 
also earned its first PSAC tour- 
nament championship in ten 
years, plus a berth in the NCAA 
East Begionals. In the final 
NGMA Diviaion n rankings the 
Mountiee were ranked as the 
sixth best team in the country. 

Mansfield opened their 
SOS son by loaing the champion- 
ah^ f^uooe of their own TIP<)FF. 
Toumamoit to \^rginia State, 
and their oonferenoe opener five 
days later to Cheyney. But then 
the Mountiee rolled to ten 
straight wins including a 56-55 
victory over 10th rated C.W. 
Post in the title game of the F.X. 
Matt Classic in Syracuse. That 
win vaulted Mansfield into the 
national rnnlriBgiiog^lw fleet 
time all year. 



The Mounties season ended 
with a 94-78 trouncing of host 
Gannon University for third 
place in the East Regional. 
Mansfield was upset in the open- 
ing round by St. Augustine's of 
North Carolina on a basket Avith 
eig^t seconds remaining. 66-65. 
St. Augustine's advanced to the 
NCAA Division II championship 
game, but were stopped, 81-77, 
by Central Missotui State. 

Individual honors also rolled 
in for the Mountiea. Chria Ven- 
ning, Gerard Conyera and 
^elacm Tuitt wert oamed to the 
PSAC Baatem Division second 
teem. Tuitt and Craig Cooky 
were named to the All- 
Tournament conferenoe Team, 
with Tuitt being named the Most 
Valuable Player. Venning earn- 
ed a spot on the East Begkwial 
Tournament play. 

Tuitt capped his ooUegiate 
career by being named first 
team district ALL-AMERICAN: 
His 955 career points ranks tiim 
tenth on the all-time scoring list 
at Mansfield. Tuitt also leaves as 
the best field goal shooter in the 
edhool'a history. He set the 
reoord as a freahman (.548) 
liraka it aa a aopbiaore (.566) and 
again Ida Junior year (.667). 

"It was a very rewaiding 
aeaaon." atated Wilaon. 
"Everyone on the team aooepted 
their rolja, and we came up with 
the ^ig piaym yrbm. we n ee d e d 
themr" 

The "Dream Season" is over, 
but it will be remembered for 
years to come by pkiyara, 
coaches and fans.

The other 
orginal recommendations about 
the athletic program remain in 
the report in exactly the same 
form, as in the draft. 

VVithin graduate studies the 
report adds the following sug- 
gestion: edlow the Department of 
Psychology until July 1, 1985, to 
develop a cost-effective program. 

The report offers some 
changes under the heading of 
Student Services: aaaign a taak 
force , to aaseaa the present 
system of aoademic adviaing....

For Martin Troyer, the pro- 
tagonist of Edwin Moses' new 
novel ASTONISHMENT OF 
HEART, his fiftieth birthday 
does not qualify as a golden an- 
niversary. As a professor of 
English at the University of 
Kansas, he would seem to have 
everything the American Dream 
says he needs for 
contentment — job security, a 
talented and loving wife, a son to 
assure his posterity— but this 
particular birthday seems to 
make Martin that not only is life 
it i« passing by. 
, As if ^tat were not enou|^, 
Martin's mother dies, and on tier 
deathbed reveals that sometime 
in the past she killed and buried 
a strange man who "put out his 
hand to her" in a field on the 
farm where Martin grew up. Her 
confession shatters the careful- 
ly constructed idea of his past 
that was the last security Martin 
had to cling to. Suddenly 
everything he had thought to be 
true of his past was not. 

The midlife crtaea of a 



Midwestern English professor 
could very easily beorane the 
stuff of boredom. Fortunately. 
Dr. Moses has an excellent 
understanding of the ironies in- 
herent in watching someort*. 
who has spent most of his life 
wrapped in a psyc^ologioal .00* 
ooon forced to face the fact that 
his life's foundations were buUt 
on false ground, that his 
educated colleagues are shallow 
human beings, that he himself 
has lost faith in his goal, and 
that he has for thirty-odd yeeu-s 
or more allowed life to happen to 
him without his really having 
taken an active part in it. Moses' 
narrative tone expresses wry 
humor, but does not belittle Mar- 
tin's struggles, even when they 
are little more than self- 
indulgent melodrama. We are 
kept oona^ioua of how much of 
ourselves exists in Martin 
Troyer. and are more than ready 
to cheer when Martin finally 
stops trying to hide in his "ivory 
tower" and JUke a somewhat rus- 
ty knight goes out to battle his 
personal dragons.

A number of faculty members sent responses to die 8tfMM|^^ 
Platming Committee regarding the intial draft. 
However, of the 36 rcapmiMi die cooanlttae recieved only 3-S fitom 
students. Still, because of the efforts of these 8tudent8( and faculty) 
changes were made in the report. The Art Department was a major 
victory as die committee altered the report bi their Aivbr. 

I believe the changes in the report were made because the com- 
mittee received an enormous amount of negative feedback from the 
members of the art department. 

Other recommendations were altered including a ridiculous pro- 
posal about saving paper by doing away with mid'term grades. The 
new report also does not mmtkm IncreMlng the healdi fee for ui* 
ing Guthrie Clinic, but instead suggests monitoring the lerVlteei to 
insure that the present health fee covers cost. 

Why were these chaogep made? My guess is thast the responies 
pointed out the negative gactors of these particular recommenda* 
tions. In other words, somebody spoke up for thei|' rights.

My flrat reaction to Mr. Klein'a statement is, "Who is he to tell 
us what to do?" However, after I reconsider his statement it becomes 
obvious that Klein has a very valid point. 

Klein goes on to say that performers Uioidd not come to 
Mansfield UF they can only draw small crowds. Klein states, "Doesn't 
anyone ever think when they spend the bread for that?" 

In this case it appears as if there wasn't much thought put into 
this entire venture. But I don't want to insult my old friends at MAC 
too much because 1 originally supported the Klein concert. Obvious* 
ly, I was quite wrong in my early pro|ectionalliat lQbitl WOi^ibltW 
a crowd of 800-1,000 people. 

But what went wrong? Well, Connie Terry, President of 
Mansfield Activities Council, has listed a number of possible fac- 
tors: a conflicting event in Wellsboro, a Mansfield High School pro- 
duction, a play at Mansfield University, and the fact that Robert 
Klein is not well known (at least in Mansfield). 

All of these factors should have been considered before schedul- 
ing this concert. The fact that Klein is not very popular or well 
known in Mansfield is the biggest problem. A survey should have 
been done to measure Mr. Klein's popularity on campus. MAC 
should have also OMrafaUy ghegkaj the calendar in order to fmrmt 
coiifltetliig event*. I dM> dii^di dw oven^ tliBing of tlUa e^ 

Coimie Terry has assured me dut all dicae things will be taken 
care of next time. She has also said that MAC Isplaimliig on Mng' 
ing another comedian to campus next fall for Homecoming. She 
mentioned Rodney Dangerfield and George Carlin as possibilites. 
Terry said that a survey is presently being worked out in order to 
determine the college's preference. 

My main complaint is not with MAC but with the students. 1 
don't think the students realize that approximately $6,000 of stU' 
dent funds (from the activity fee) were spent for Mr. Klein to do 
a'M-minute show for less than 200 people. 

1 would like to briefly educate those students who don't unders- 
tand the activity fee. Students pay $52.50 each semester. That money 
is divided by about 40 campus organizations. THE FLASHLIGHT 
lists the allocations on page 7. Please note that these allocations arc 
only proposed; they may be changed by the CC8I Board or Presi- 
dent Kelchner. Chances are they will remain as they are. 

The two organizations that receive the most money are Athletics 
and MAC. Athletics receive 30 percent of die entire amount, which 
is $204,750. Next year MAC will receive $35,000. THE 
FLASHLIGHT is next on die list with a $16,000 budget foUowed 
by WNTE at $12,000. 

Bodi THE FLASHLIGHT and WNTE operate on fixed coita. 
That means, without that funding, they could not operate. . 

MAC ia obviously another story. In dieory, they schedule'd^ 
thingB die studoiti desiifc They do not have any fimed costs. 

Now my qncsti(OB^ik'*Dociii't Anyone gty« a damn what hap- 
pens to his (her) moneyr If you don't Uke THE FLASHLIGHT I 
taivite you to Join us. W« woidd be grateful for a larger staff. After 
aU, it'saSTUmfTiiewwer. If youdaa'tlikaft.eoaieaniidiaiige 
it. ■ '■ - 

The same holds true for the rest of the college organizations, in- 
cluding MAC. However, here the student's responsibility is a little 
different. If you don't want to join MAC, at least voice your opi- 
nions. Don't allow them (or any group) to waste $6,000 in one hour! 
It's too late to tell them you don't like Robert Klein. 1 think by now 
Mr. Klein realizes he's not very popular in Mansfield. But please 
speak up about their Homecoming plans. It's a sin to complain and 
not do anything about it. If Carlin or Dangerfield do not thrill you, 
then, tell somebody soon. 

Students' money should not be wasted. Don't talk to your friends 
'about it. Call up the people in charge or better yet get involved.
